Video shows possible 
N.Y. car bomb suspect

NEW YORK Police investigating the failed car 
bomb left in Times Square have videotape of a 
possible suspect shedding clothing in an alley 
and putting it in a bag and found a substance 
that resembled fertilizer in the parked SUV, 
Commissioner Raymond Kelly said Sunday 

Kelly said officers were on the way to a 
Pennsylvania town to talk to a tourist who 
might have recorded the suspect on his video 
camera. The video shows a white man in his 
40s taking off one shirt, revealing another 
underneath. 

The commissioner said there’s no evi- 
dence that a Pakistani Taliban videotaped 
claim to the failed car bombing is valid. 

Police found the SUV parked on one of 
the prime blocks for Broadway shows such 
as “The Lion King” on Saturday night. Thou- 
sands of tourists were cleared from the area 
for 10 hours. The bomb was dismantled, and 
no one was hurt. 

The SUV contained three barbecue-grill- 
sized propane tanks, fireworks, two filled 
5-gallon gasoline containers and two clocks 
with batteries, electrical wire and other com- 
ponents, police said. Timers were connected 
to a 16 -ounce can filled with the fireworks, 
which were apparently intended to set the

gas cans and propane afire, Kelly said. 

“Clearly it was the intent of whoever did 
this to cause mayhem, to create casualties,” 
Kelly said at a news conference at police 
headquarters. “It’s just a sober reminder that 
New York is clearly a target of people who 
want to come here and do us harm.” 

He said New Yorkers are lucky that the 
bomb did not fully detonate because it 
“looks like it would have caused a significant 
fireball.” He said the vehicle would have 
been “cut in half” by an explosion and people 
nearby could have been sprayed by shrapnel 
and killed. 

“It wasn’t an accident,” he said. “It was 
somebody who brought this to the location 


to send a message to terrorize people in the 
area.” Police also found eight bags of an un- 
known substance in a gun locker that was in 
the smoking SUV, Kelly said. The substance 
“looks and feels” like fertilizer, he said, but 
tests were pending. 

Kelly said surveillance video shows the ve- 
hicle entering the area at 6:28 p.m. Saturday, 
and a vendor pointed the SUV out to an of- 
ficer about two minutes later, at the height of 
dinner hour before theatergoers head to Sat- 
urday night shows. He said the license plate 
on the SUV belongs to a car being repaired 
in Connecticut. 
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In N.Y., Sox’s 
Guillen touts 
city’s actions

NEW YORK The White Sox’s Times 
Square hotel was two blocks from where 
an SUV with explosive devices was found 
Saturday night. 

Paul Konerko re- 
turned from dinner 
and was originally 
told there was a sus- 
picious car parked 
that caused the area 
to be blocked off. 

Two hours later, 

Konerko said he 
received a text message from assistant 
trainer Brian Ball that there was a bomb 
threat. Konerko said he stayed in his 
room watching the news and felt safe 
when Mayor Michael Bloomberg held a 
news conference. 

Sox manager Ozzie Guillen said the 
scene “was kind of scary” as he returned 
from having dinner and was prepared to 
watch a boxing match across the street 
from where the car was parked. 

“I think they handled it really well,” 
Guillen said. “At 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, I was up watching the news and the 
mayor came on {TV} to talk about it. He 
looked pretty good for 2 in the morning. 
They handled it very well. We should 
feel proud about the people in New York 
the way they handled it.” 

Guillen was impressed with the calm 
manner of the law enforcement offi- 
cers— but commented about gawkers. 

“It was the tourists sitting around there 
and taking pictures,” Guillen said. “It was 
unnecessary When you see stuff like that 
.... Besides that, it’s a funny thing because 
I left the fight and people were making a 
line to get into a club. It means they don’t 
care, or that’s what it feels like.”

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After a challenging first year on the job, transit chief 
Rich Rodriguez tells RedEye what’s next for agency

In his first year as CTA president, Rich Rodriguez survived a budget deficit, sweeping service cuts and 
layoffs of about i,ooo of his employees. The road isn’t any smoother heading into the second year. 


Last month , the head of the RTA— the overarching fund- 
ing body for CTA, Metra and Pace — announced more ser- 
vice cuts could be in store for riders this summer because 
the state hasn’t paid the RTA the money it owes. These 
funds would be used in part for the free rides for seniors 
program and to maintain day-to-day transit operations, an 
RTA spokeswoman said. 

In February, the CTA enacted sweeping service cuts 
that reduced bus service by 18 percent, rail service by 
9 percent and the agency’s work force by about i,ooo em- 
ployees to close a $95 million budget gap. 

Service cuts haven’t been the only difficulties that Ro- 
driguez, 39, who celebrated his first anniversary in office 
in March, has faced in the last several months. 

He repeatedly clashed with the agency’s bus and rail 
unions over layoffs in February And Chicago lost the op- 
portunity to host the 2016 Olympics, which surely would 
have brought improvements to the CTA, according to ex- 
perts on the Games. 

“Given the challenges that we’ve had since I’ve arrived, 


economic challenges, financial challenges,” Rodriguez said. 
“I would hope {the riders] think I’m doing an OK job.” 

There also have been upsides in Rodriguez’s first year. 
The CTA completed its rollout of the Bus Tracker— which 
makes bus arrival times available online and via mobile de- 
vices— and in April began testing a pilot project for trains 
that will display arrival information on platforms. Also, 
the agency in December finished the Brown Line Capaci- 
ty Expansion Project, which included station renovations. 
And the CTA began rolling out new rail cars two weeks 
ago with amenities such as digital signs and more wheel- 
chair space. 

In a recent interview, Rodriguez discussed his goals for 
his second year, which include furthering the train tracker 
project that will display train arrival information on plat- 
forms across the system and securing more funding for 
the CTA to try to prevent more service cuts. Rodriguez 
also discussed the new rail cars and an idea he has to install 
digital kiosks in rail stations across the city

Rodriguez and CTA Board Chairman Terry Peterson have said ad- 
vocating for more funding is a top priority this year. The CTA’s pri- 
mary revenue sources are sales taxes, real estate taxes and fares. 

The farebox has taken a slight hit this year. The CTA provided 
about 124.5 million rides from January through March, about 
300,000 fewer rides-or less than 1 percent-than the same pe- 
riod last year, according to an April CTA report. Rodriguez has 
blamed the dip on fewer commuters because of a bad job market. 

A potential moneysaver for the agency also fell flat last month. 
A state Senate committee voted down legislation that would have 
imposed limits on the free rides for seniors program. The CTA es- 
timates the limits would have saved about $20 million annually. 


In February, the CTA cut the start and/or end times 
of 41 bus routes, eliminated nine express buses 
and reduced frequency of most buses and trains. 

In a letter last month to Gov. Pat Quinn, the head 
of the RTA said more service cuts could occur this 
summer because the state owes $280 million in 
tax receipts to the RTA, which doles out money to 
the CTA, Metra and Pace. 

“Our goal this year is to ensure that we continue 
managing as efficiently as we can so we don’t 
have any further service reductions this year,” 
Rodriguez said. 


The CTA said it is still tooling with the train tracker pilot 
program that began testing last month on the Brown Line 
with train arrival information on digital screens located on 
platforms. 

Technology upgrades may need to be made at some stations 
in order to be able to install equipment to transmit and receive 
the necessary data for the system to work, the CTA said. 

The CTA said the pilot program will help identify costs and 
equipment needs. 

“The goal is to hopefully have it up and running, hopefully, in 
the next couple of months,” Rodriguez said. “Not systemwide, 
[but] at a significant number of stations.”

AND THEN 

In an interview with RedEye last year, just 
weeks after he took office, Rodriguez laid 
out priorities for his first year, which in- 
cluded improving cleanliness, completing 
Bus Tracker’s rollout, elevating customer 
service and implementing a train tracker. 
How did he fare?

Cleanliness 

Improving CTA cleanliness may be more 
challenging this year because the agency 
laid off 99 bus mechanics and servicers 
who help keep the buses clean as part of 
service cuts enacted in February. 

On the rail side, the real test may come 
later this year. An arbitrator in February 
ruled the CTA could no longer outsource 
its snow removal work at stations, ex- 
cept in rare circumstances, because the 
agency was violating an agreement with 
rail workers. 

Bus 

Tracker 

The CTA 
finished its 
rollout of Bus 
Tracker last 
year when it 
made arrival 
information 
for all bus routes available on ctabus 
tracker.com and via mobile device. 

But Bus Tracker hasn’t been without its 
problems. After service cuts were enacted 
in February, riders said they experienced 
some glitches with the system, including 
phantom buses (buses that show up on 
the tracker but never arrive). Rodriguez 
said in a radio interview with WBEZ last 
month that the glitches have been fixed. 

Customer Service 

Riders experienced better customer ser- 
vice at the end of 2009 compared with 
the beginning, according to data provided 
by the CTA. From January through March 
2009, there were 2,249 customer service 
complaints and 399 compliments regis- 
tered with the CTA. From October through 
December, there were 1,824 complaints 
and 444 commendations. Top complaints: 
Bus drivers who don’t stop to pick up pas- 
sengers and rude operators. 

Train tracker 

The CTA began testing the train tracker 
last month on the Brown Line. Digital 
screens on the train platform display train 
arrival times. The CTA launched a similar 
pilot in 2009 but found the information 
wasn’t accurate enough. 


KIOSKS 


Rodriguez said he would like to install electronic kiosks in some 
CTA stations by the end of this year. The kiosks, which would be 
funded by corporate sponsors, would provide riders with infor- 
mation about the station’s immediate neighborhood. Rodriguez 
said he’s working with the Chicago Office of Tourism on the idea. 

“There’s no reason why tourists shouldn’t be able to take a train 
to one of our stations and be able to get off there and use one of 
these kiosks and discuss this with one of our employees to better 
understand where the local bakery is at, where the local ATM is 
at,” Rodriguez said. “It’s making these rail stations anchors in the 
community and having the communities take ownership of the 
stations as well.” 


The CTA rolled out new 
rail cars two weeks ago on 
the Red Line that feature 
aisle-facing seats. The agen- 
cy will test the cars through- 
out the rest of the year on 
all the lines. 

New features on the cars include electronic signs and more sensitive 
door sensors. The cars eventually are expected to replace the oldest cars 
in the fleet-on the Blue, Green and Purple lines. 

Rodriguez said early reports indicated riders responded positively to 
the new cars. 
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3 dead in West Town 
double murder-suicide 

A man in his 70s shot two younger men in 
an apparent domestic incident Sunday that 
unfolded in the backyard of his West Town 
home. The man then turned the gun on him- 
self, authorities said. 

The incident happened just before noon 
outside an apartment house in the 1700 
block of West Erie Street, Chicago Fire 
Department spokesman Quention Curtis 
said. Two of the shooting victims were 
pronounced dead at the scene, Curtis said, 
and the third was taken to Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Police said the 76-year-old man and a 
man in his 40s died at the scene; the man 
who died at the hospital also was in his 40s. 
Neighbors and a relative at the scene de- 
scribed the three men as a father and two 
sons. 

Chicago police officials said the investiga- 
tion is ongoing. 

United-Continental 
merger a go, source says 

A source with knowledge of the situation 
tells The Associated Press that directors at 
both Continental and Chicago-based United 
airlines have voted to combine their carri- 
ers into what would be the world’s largest 
airline. 

The Sunday actions were described by a 
person with knowledge of the votes, who 
declined to be identified because the compa- 
nies plan an announcement Monday. 


Sign language 

Ricketts dishes on Toyota ad, says ‘Wrigley is not a museum’

One month into the baseball season and 
the new owner of the Cubs is frustrated. 
With the team’s lackluster record? No, 
though that probably will come. 

What’s got Cubs Chairman Tom Rick- 
etts sounding more like an ornery Lou 
Piniella than most observers thought pos- 
sible are the responsibilities that come 
with owning Wrigley Field, the baseball 
stadium fans seem to view as their own 
personal shrine. 

Politics and opposition by a Wrig- 
leyville building owner have so far hand- 
cuffed his plan to generate more revenue 
by erecting a Toyota advertisement be- 
hind the left-field bleachers, Ricketts 
complained Friday He said he knew an 
illuminated, 360 -square-foot sign would 
stir some debate about preserving the tra- 
dition and ambience of the ballpark, but 


he’s surprised to still be wrestling with the 
controversy 

Ricketts, in a meeting Friday with the 
Chicago Tribune’s editorial board, sug- 
gested that the family’s future investment 
in projects in the Wrigleyville commu- 
nity hinges on the approval of the sign. 
His family bought the team and stadium 
from Tribune Co., parent of the Chicago 
Tribune, last fall in a deal valued at $845 
million. 

“I have a lot of other dollars that can be 
invested in Wrigleyville, or not,” Ricketts 
said. 

It was an unusually aggressive stance by 
Ricketts ahead of a Thursday meeting of 
the city’s Commission on Chicago Land- 
marks to review the team’s permit to erect 
the sign. 

Because Wrigley Field, built in 1914, is 
an official Chicago landmark, alterations 


have to be reviewed by the commission. 

If the landmarks commission OKs the 
sign, it still could be derailed. Sources say 
Aid. Tom Tunney (44th) has asked the 
city’s lawyers whether the sign also needs 
City Council approval. 

Tunney, whose ward includes Wrigley 
Field, has said he would like the sign “to 
be a little more modest.” He declined to 
comment Friday because the sign remains 
under review 

Rickets said the family has shown its 
commitment to preserving Wrigley by 
spending $10 million after it bought the 
team to shore up the stadium’s infrastruc- 
ture. He said much of the investment was 
in bricks and mortar that did not generate 
additional revenue.

OBAMA GETS FIRSTHAND LOOK AT SPILL’S DAMAGE 


NEW ORLEANS The White House 
pledged Sunday to do everything 
“humanly possible” to address the Gulf 
Coast oil spill as President Obama got a 
firsthand assessment of the environmen- 
tal disaster. 

He heard from advisers about progress 
on lowering a device that would capture oil 
flowing from the underwater well off Loui- 
siana, and about shooting chemicals deep 
near the well in hopes of breaking up the 
oil before it can reach the surface. 

“That’s something that hasn’t been tried 
before, and I think it goes to show that we 
are trying everything that we know and 
even some things that haven’t been tried 


before,” White House spokesman Robert 
Gibbs told reporters during the flight from 
Washington. 

The leaking oil well is not only an eco- 
logical catastrophe but a potential politi- 
cal hazard as well, depending on how the 
public judges the Obama administration’s 
response. Then-President George W. Bush 
stumbled in dealing with Hurricane Ka- 
trina in the Gulf in 2005, leaving the im- 
pression of a president distant from the 
immense suffering. His presidency never 
recovered. 

A month ago, Obama said he was ready 
to expand drilling in some parts of the 
central and south Atlantic and eastern 


Gulf areas. On Friday in a largely symbolic 
gesture, Obama promised that no new off- 
shore oil drilling leases will be issued un- 
less rigs have new safeguards to prevent a 
repeat of the Gulf spill. 

Homeland Security Secretary Janet Na- 
politano said any comparison between the 
ruptured BP oil well and Katrina was “a to- 
tal mischaracterization” and that the gov- 
ernment has taken an “all hands on deck” 
approach. 

Explaining Obama’s visit after the 
April 20 oil platform explosion, Gibbs 
said, “He’s here today to make sure that 
we are continuing to do all that is humanly 
possible.”

LAST HOUSE ON THE LEFT 

Wes Craven made his directorial debut 
with this nasty 1972 shocker about two 
young women who run afoul of a gang 
of murderous creeps. As shoddy-looking 
as a snuff film, the movie was a product 
of its tumultuous era: Vietnam, the Charles Manson murders and the curdling of the 
free-love 1960s into rampant drug addiction and crime. The 2009 remake lacked subtext, 
and director Dennis lliadis filmed in a sleek style that was the mirror opposite of Craven’s 
documentary realism. But the remake still was surprisingly effective.

THE HILLS HAVE EYES 

Another early Craven effort, made in 1977 
about a family stranded in a desert populated 
by cannibals, showed considerable growth on 
the director’s part. Director Alexandre Aja’s 
2006 cover was brutally sadistic, sometimes to 
the point of being unwatchable, but Aja did not 
shy away from duplicating the surprise twists 
of the original. 


HALLOWEEN 

Seeing John Carpenter’s groundbreaking hor- 
ror picture in a theater in 1978 was a riotous, 
you-had-to-be-there experience. By the time 
Rob Zombie remade “Halloween” in 2007, the 
sight of a masked killer with a knife was woe- 
fully tired, and Zombie’s attempt to illuminate 
Michael Myers’ twisted psyche was noble but 
misguided. Zombie’s 2009 sequel, “Halloween 
II,” was even worse. 


FRIDAY THE 13TH 

A big part of the appeal of the 1980 box-office 
smash was how seedy and low-rent the movie 
felt. Today, its elaborate murders still hold up, 
thanks to the work of make-up genius Tom 
Savini, but everything else reeks of bad acting 
and shoddy direction. The sleek 2009 remake, 
actually more of a condensation of the origi- 
nal and its first three sequels, was infinitely 
better acted and photographed, but the thrill 
was gone. There wasn’t even a single good 
jump scare. 


THE TEXAS CHAINSAW 
MASSACRE 

Made on a tiny budget by director Tobe 
Hooper, the original 1974 shocker drew its con- 
siderable power from the feeling that it was 
really happening, shaky acting and all. Despite 
the ominous title, the film contained little to 
no gore-the opposite of the graphic, tedious 
2003 remake, in which director Marcus Nispel 
included a shot through the gaping hole in 
the head of a woman who had just blown her 
brains out. 


DAWN OF THE DEAD 

George A. Romero’s 1979 classic set a standard 
for graphic gore-and made flesh-eating zom- 
bies as popular as vampires and werewolves. 
The notion of a remake seemed blasphemous- 
until you saw director Zack Snyder’s from 2004, 
which cleverly spun the shopping-mall setting 
into a larger, more apocalyptic scale. Snyder also 
did inventive things with the undead, includ- 
ing the appearance of what could be the first 
zombie baby, ravenous right from the womb. 
Unfortunately, the characters were not nearly so 
memorable as the original’s heroes.

Some women ask if they have anything in their 
teeth before taking a photo.

As for the network that will air her reality show, she said she couldn’t 
reveal that either. But she did say it’ll likely premiere at the end of the 
year, which is when she’s also hoping to release her album. 

“I’m filming right now for it,” O’Day said. “It’s a docu-soap about 
my life. It’s going to follow me recording my album, my other business 
ventures and my crazy life. I don’t hold anything back and I don’t tell any 
lies. I think a lot of reality shows nowadays are more about creating a 
fantasy versus giving a reality 

“I’m giving the reality”
